Al-Qaeda threat 
August 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Untied States issued a wo rid- 
’wide alert Friday warning of 
plans by Al-Qaeda Id launch 
an attack in the Middle East 
or North Africa in August 

The State Department is¬ 
sued the worldwide caution 
to US citizens a day after an¬ 
nouncing that a number of 
embassies would shut on 
Sunday as a precaution. 

The State Department said 
attacks were possible "partic¬ 
ularly in the Middle East and 
North Africa, and possibly 
occurring in Dr emanating 
from the Arabian Peninsula 1 


" Curr ent in fo mi ati on su g - 
gests that Al-Qaeda and affil¬ 
iated organizations continue 
to plan terrorist attacks both 
in the region and beyond, and 
that they may focus efforts to 
conduct attacks m the pen ad 
between now and the end of 
August," the State Depart¬ 
ment said m a worldwide 
travel alert for US citizens. 

The alert warned of "the 
potential for terrorists to at¬ 
tack public transportation 
systems and other tounst in¬ 
frastructure."

Corruption Watch Aruba demands release of IMF report on Article IV 

consultation conducted for Aruba in April 2013

Deal' Sirs, 

An Article IV consultation was conducted in April of this year in Aruba In the background w T e have been actively monitoring the 
progress of this consultation and had discussions on tins subject with the Representative of the Dutch Government in Aruba, 

In light of the recent developments in Aruba with the emergence of disturbing statistics showing a Government which has fueled 
economic development by greatly enhancing the national foreign debt, greatly increasing expenditures in the public sector to the 
extent that the cost of public sector outstrips revenues from general taxes levied in Aruba and depleting reserves from the Aruban 
pension funds, we feel that the imminent release of the IMF final report is of great importance 

In the context of the last five years of global financial problems, faltering economies and the ignoring of warning signs including 
on the part of the IMF we feel that the IMF has a moral obligation to comply with its own mandate and internal governance and 
code of ethics guidelines to ensure that the IMF report is released before the upcoming parliamentary elections m Aruba scheduled 
for September 27, 2013. 

We are keenly aware of the fact that the IMF requires the authorization of the release of the report by the Government of Aruba, 
but in light of the obviously less than favorable contents for the ruling majority government party we have great concerns about 
the date for the final release of the IMF report. 

Our organisation as member of the UNCAC Coalition feels it is a conditio sine qua non for die adequate functioning of the rule 
of law and safeguarding thereof in Aruba, that tins report be released before September 1, 2013. 

Should the Government of Aruba block the release of the report by this date, we will invoke all means legal and public available 
bath locally and internationally to address tins issue on the basis of the critenum "influencing the outcome of elections in Aruba 
by withholding key documents from public scrutiny" and will not hesitate to take up this issue at the UN and European Union 
competent levels of authority. 

The IMF and the Government of the Netherlands have a key responsibility, authority and mandate to if necessary overrule any 
blocking from the Government of Aruba to release the IMF report. 

We therefore urge both the IMF and Government of die Netherlands to ensure release of die IMF report by September 1, 2013 

And we emphatically request both die IMF and Government of die Netherlands and House of Representatives m the Netherlands 
to formally acknowledge receipt of tins email, either by email or letter.

India's central bank 
'intervened to rescue 

rupee* 


MUMBAI (AFP) - India's 
central Reserve Bank of India 
was believed to have inter¬ 
vened in the foreign ex¬ 
change market Friday to 
rescue the rupee from near- 
record low levels, dealers 
said 

'The RBI is believed to 
have sold dollars at around 
5112 levels," said a dealer at 
a Mumbai forex outfit asking 
not to be named. 

The currency recovered 
briefly to 60.3P levels but 
slipped again to end at its 
lowest-ever closing of 61 1G, 
dealers said 

The rupee, Asia's worst 
performing major currency 
this year, hit a lifetime low o f 
61.21 tD the doll ar last month 
m intraday trade 

Slackening domestic 
growth, weak exports, rising 
foreign fund outflows and 
India's high current account 
deficit have battered the 
rupee. 

Demand for the dollar has 
also increased amid expecta¬ 
tions of a so on er-than- ex¬ 
pected scaling back of US 
stimulus as die American 
economy recovers, analysts 
said 

"The rupee remains in a 
very bearish state. Until the 
government takes steps to 
boost capital flows into India, 
the situation will not im¬ 
prove, w said Param Sarnia, 
chief executive of NSF 
Forex 

Analysts fear that the cur¬ 
rency could fall tD the 63 
rupee to the dollar level or 
lower in coming months if 
die US Fed starts to taper off 
its stimulus. 



RBI governor Duwun 
Suhbarao, in a speech in 
southern city of Hyderabad 
on Friday, said that the bank 
will roll back recently an¬ 
nounced tightening measures 
"only after stability has been 
restored to the foreign ex¬ 
change market" 

Last month the F,BI

Australian billionaire James 
Packer already has plans to 
bring lucrative Asian tourists 
Down Under to a casino and 
six-star hotel complex in Syd¬ 
ney he wants to build, but 
Aquis said its development 
would be "Australia's only 
genuine, world-class, inte¬ 
grated resort". 

It said it would be an inclu¬ 
sive facility — "whether alocal 
retiree ora Chinese billionaire, 
all will be welcomed, treated 


equally and feel special". 

The planned project, to be 
13 kilometres (eight miles) 
north of die Great Earner Reef 
gateway city of Cairns m 
Yorkeys Knob, will include

Australia bumps up tobacco tax 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australia 
will hike tobacco taxes by 12.5 
percent per year over the next 
four years to boost its coffers 
and build on its plain packag¬ 
ing -campaign against smoking, 
the government announced 

Treasurer Chris Bowen said 
"It will provide funds for can¬ 
cer and stroke-related health 
services, it will deter young 
people from taking up smok¬ 
ing, and it will help return the 
budget to surplus,". 

“We know that increasing 
excise is the single most effec¬ 
tive way for government to re¬ 
duce premature death and 
disease due to smoking." 

The move builds on Aus¬ 
tralia's world-first introduction 
of plain packaging for tobacco 
products in December, follow¬ 
ing its landmark victory in a 
High Court, legal battle with 
major cigarette firms 

Several other countries are 
mulling similar initiatives, in¬ 
cluding New Zealand and Ire¬ 
land, despite a tobacco 


industry-backed challenge to 
the policy at the World Trade 
Organisation by agar-produc¬ 
ers Cuba, Honduras and the 
Dominican Republic, plus 
Ukraine 

Britain postponed its awn 
plain-pack aging plans last 
month, saying it was waling to 
see die results of Australia's 
rollout.

DOHA (AFP) - Qatar on Fri¬ 
day announced it has shipped 
a consignment of liquefied 
natural gas as aid for the 
Egyptian people, in its first 
such gesture since president 
M chained Morsi's overthrow. 

State news agency QNA 
said the LNG shipment was 
loaded on Thursday and was 
headed for Egypt on a gas 
tanker. 

The shipment was part of 
ai d decided by Doha *'to help 
reduce the impact of the en¬ 
ergy crisis on the Egyptian 
people" in the midst of their 
country's political unrest, an 
official said, quoted by QNA. 

He said the shipment 


would help "supply power 
plants hit by gas shortages 
during the summer season 
and at a time of high electric¬ 
ity consumption." 

Qatar's aid follows pack¬ 
ages worth $12 billion in as¬ 
sistance to Egypt's interim 
government announced by 
fellow Gulf states Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, Kuwait and the United 
Arab Emirates. 

Gas-rich Qatar was a 
major financial supporter of 
Egypt under the presidency 
of Morsi, who the army top¬ 
pled on July 3 following a 
wave of popular protests 
against the Islamist presi¬ 
dent. 


Traumatised baboon 
mystery at Dutch zoo 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Zoolo¬ 
gists are baffled by the strange 
behaviour of a troop of ba¬ 
boons at a Dutch zoo which 
have become inexplicably 
withdrawn, apparently fearful 
of an unseen threat. 

"They became panicked at 
the end of the day on Monday, 
they were hysterical, not.jump¬ 
ing around but behaving 
strangely," zoologist Wijbren 
Landman of Emmen Dieren- 
park in the northern Nether¬ 
lands told AFP oil Friday 

"On Tuesday and Wednes¬ 
day they just sat in the trees or 
on the ground, hardly moving 
or eating," Landman said. 

The 112 east African mon¬ 
keys also turned then backs on 
visitors. 

The zoo said it was the 
fourth time in 2 0 years that the 
baboons have behaved tins 


way Nevertheless, such be¬ 
haviour has not been seen else¬ 
where, either m captivity or in 
the wild 

The zoologist said he has no 
idea what happened on Mon¬ 
day to traumatise the baboons,, 
who were all born in captivity 
and live on an island in the 
zoo. 

"I've heard lots of theories 
but nothing that holds water," 
Landman said. 

These include that the ba¬ 
boons saw a predator, either a 
real one or an image of one on 
a visitor's T-shirt, or that they 
felt an earthquake or other nat¬ 
ural disaster. 

“The craziest suggestion 
was that it was caused by a 
UFG, IJ said Landman. 

Despite the lack of an expla¬ 
nation for the behaviour, the 
baboons have at least started to 
eat a little

US unemployment 
sinks to 7.4% as 
162,000 jobs added 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US unemployment rate fell to a 
four-year low of 7 4 percent in 
July as the economy added 
162,000 jobs, the Labor De¬ 
partment said Friday m a 
weaker-tiian-expected report. 

The decline in the jobless 
rate from 7.6 percent in June 
surprised analysts, who had ex- 
peeted only a one-tenth point 
drop. 

Although job 2 growill came 
m less than expected, analysts 
pointed to the trend of a slowly 
improving labor market four 
years after die Great Recession 
ended 

The mixed jobs report raised 
conflicting speculation about 
whether the Federal Reserve 
would soon begin tapering its 
$&5 bilhon-a,-month bond-buy¬ 
ing program. 

The White House said the 
data further confirmed the 
economy was recovering, and 
called on apposition Republi¬ 
can lawmakers to replace the 
sequester -- automatic severe 
spending cuts -- with a bal¬ 
anced deficit reduction plan. 

John Boehner the Republi¬ 
can Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, said Obama's 
stimulus and other fiscal poli¬ 
cies had “left our economy 
treading water with slow 
growth, high unemployment, 
and stagnant wages" and ar¬ 
gued for Ins business-friendly 
party's alternatives. 

Private-sector employers ap¬ 
peared cautious about expand¬ 
ing their payrolls amid tepid 
growth in the economy adding 
a much weaker-than-expected

US antitrust regulators bid to

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
The US Department of Justice 
on Friday launched a bid to 
more tightly regulate Apple's 
wildly lucrative iTunes store¬ 
front, after the tech giant lost a 
puce-fixing case 

DOJ officials urged a court 
to order Apple to cut ties with 
publishers with which it was 
found guilty a fan e-book price 
fixing scheme 

And the order went further, 
prohibiting the iPhone maker 
from seeking to drive up prices 
by signing "agreements with

Some 3,00D pohce were de¬ 
ployed, to avoid confrontations 
between Muslims and Jews, 
who worship at the bottom of 
the Western Wail, right be¬ 
neath the Al-Aqsa compound 

Tensions often run high in 
that part of die Old City with 
Jews trying to enter die com¬ 
pound, sometimes m disguise, 
to venerate it as the site of the 
Temple Mount. 


Jews are not allowed to pray 
inside the Al-Aqsa mosque 
compound 

The Israeli authorities re¬ 
laxed usual restrictions an 
entry to Jerusalem by Pales¬ 
tinians in the West Bank foi a 
second week, allowing access 
to women of all ages and men 
over 40 years old. 

Palestinians from the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip are 
usually haired from Israel and 
from east Jerusalem, which Is¬ 
rael occupied m the 1967 Six- 
Day war and then unilaterally 
annexed.

tremely supportive, but I also 
realize that there are people 
who ’will have a tough time 
forgiving me for what I've 
done. Tire best tiling for me, 
and for the team, is to step 
away for a period of time." 

The Eagles imposed a heavy 
fine and said that Cooper 
would be required to undergo 
sensitivity training for remarks 
that have sparked a backlash 
from fans and teammates. 

C o op er practi c ed Thurs day 
but had almost no interaction 
with teammates during rest 
breaks in the workout.
